Accordintr to^ statement.-; of the offi- 
cers, the two BaUeys came upon them 
armed to the teeth, and sonirht tx 
provoke an encounter, while havinp, 
several other armed men stationec 
bddiUI fences and on hills, wfth ri- 
fles and pistols, to back them up. 
Rather than start a gun battle, -whicli 
XUt ittfBeers say fhey realised would 
peiliaps mean the death of all of them 
they pai'leyed with the mountaincerr- 
and by tact and diplomacy final I. \ 
were able to make a successful .tree 
away from tliat dangerous section. 
which is about 10 or 12 miles over the 
mountains from Bnrbourville, the 
county seat of Knox county.

The evidence given by the govern- 
ment officers in the case brought tc 
Bgllt, for the first time, tiie dangers 
to which the moon.-shine raiding 
squads subject themselves in their ef- 
forts to enforc^ the national prohibi- 
tion l.iv>s. When veteran raiders like 
Chief of the Eastei-n Division U. G. 
IfefMand and Deputy Charies Win- 
frey, both bcarinj^ many shears of 
their battles with mountaineers, car 
be fdifeed to leave a neighborhood be- 
cause of tlic imminent danpror oT 
death to themselves and their coin 
rades, officials of federal court here 
said that the risk that the raiding 
forces often encounter and brave con- 
stantly can be well understood. It i.' 
Conceded by those who are familia 
with the history of federal officers In 
Kentucky that t^^'o braver men than 
.these two named are not on Uncle 
'Sam's payroll, yet they took t]ieiv 
men away from Hammond's Fork ir 
Knox conaty, with their work ineomp- 
plete, because, as Chief McFacriand 
testified: 

"Our discretion told us it was the 

best thing under the circumstanco- 
When men come at you that way it 
raeabs either opiit or fight. We quit 
I've been in many close placea and T 
know what it means." 

Bfi^]i^|£i1and flatly denied the sugges- 
tive ^luestion from one of the Bail 
eys' attorneys that he was "fright- 
ened." 

"Not that for a minute," he replied 
"but we knew it was a question of 
kill or be killed." 

Chief McFarland and Deputy Mar- 
shal Winfrey gave the principal testi- 
molty for the goremment* while Jim 

and Bev Bailey were their own prin- 
cipal witnesses, asserting throughout 
tbitk intentiona had been entirely 
friendly ^vith the officers in every 
way. The caso was hard fought 
thftfighout by Diistriet Attorney 
Thomas B. Slattery and his assistant, 
Clay Kauifman, for the government, 
and ^ttMmajrs A. R. Baniam and G. 
M. Smith, cf thia dtjr, for the de- 
'fense. 

Winfi^y and MeFkria^Ml told of the 
raid that was? made into Knox coun- 
ty on December 8, 1918, when a fur- 
qaee ^Mw found on the faxm of Dick 
Smith, whidi waa up Green Briar 
braach. The still seemed , to have 
been i^ntly removedi the officers 
aaid. The raiding force had been 
■tattered out. Deputy Marshal Bash 
brfiV aent to tfa« Smith house, Sam- 
uels going over the hill, and McFai- 
laad and Drewry cutting down th^ 
timber of tlie fenneBter iMrhieh had 
been left at the still. Winfrey left his 
rifle wiUi, Bash at the house as- 
sisted in destroying the funuMe, and 
then went to* the house to get his gun 
wfih McFarland. The officers stated 
that the two Bailey bojrs were there, 
one with a fs folTer and the other 
with a Wl«(dMater «^e. They s&id 



by the two men, but he saw that it 
would be death to both of them, and 
tried to talk to the men. He said 
they asked where Bob Young was 
(Young is. a revenue man of Lon- 
don). When told he was not atong, 
he said the Baileys .said it was a 
"damn lie and that the old — was 
afiraid io come along and sent yon 
instead." 

The officers tried to parley with the 
men, and said ihat seeing what they 
were up aprainst, they started to go. 
The Baileys said: 

**Hold on, we're going, 'too," and 
.'itartod doum the branch with them. 
They said that Jim Bailey wanted t< 
know how they got into that terri- 
tory, and if they found the still. They 
told him they had not found the still, 
but had cut up the furnace, whereup- 
on Jim Baile.\' .-aid: 

"I can make more tubs. I've got 
the still and I dare any man to stlclc 
an axe in it." 

Asthey proceeded along, Bev Bail- 
ey tried to learn if the officers had a 
map or if a letter had been written 
tipping off the 9till to the officers. ^He 
wanted to know who. was the captain 
of the squad and who had the map. 
He was told that no one had a map 
and that the officers did not know who 
had written about the still, as their 
orders came solely from headquar- 
ters. 

A short way down the branch, they 
met William Bailey, father of- the 
boys. The -older man yelled out: 

"Whoopee, boys, I'm here, too." He 
had a shotgun' ,the officers said. Two 
other men, with pi.stols in their pock- 
ets, were soon met in a fence corner 
and they dropped in behiji4* , .wd all 
proceedetf^fc Bailf^' house. .There 
the officers say* that Jim Bailey told 
them: 

"If you All want some whisky I'll 
Kive you all you can drink and some 
to take away with you, and I'll show 
you the still and kill the man who 
sticks an axe in it." 
Jim Bailey had allowed Deputy Mar- 
shal Bash to ride his horse from 
Dick Smith's to the Bailey house 
where it was left; then the officers 
went to a tnan named Riley for sup- 
per, ami then to the stati-.n a^ Ha- 
ven to catch a train for Bai bourville. 
The officers said that Jim Bailey and 
another mim came to Riley's whik. 
they were there and went into the 
kitchen. When the officers had got- 
ten into the railway coach, Jim Bail- 
e.v came into the car, and flourishinf 
a bottle of moonshine whisl^y, and 
with a pistol in his pocket, invited 
them to take a diink, .saying: 

"I wanb to show you fellows some 
of my whisky and to show you tha» 
it's good. I'm a moonsine maker and 
a moonshine drinker and I want you 
to see if s good.*, 

The officers wouldn't drink, but 
Bailey passed the bottle around in- 
sisting that they shiell it. 

Col. Bob Ford, of Midd]e.>boro, who 
happened to be in the same car, call- 
ed Jim Bstiley over to .him and tol^ 
him he'd offered the whisky to the 
wrong man, and to go with him back 
to the other coach.' Jim Bailey thee 
followed Col. Ford out, and did not 
> return whei*e the officers we^e, get- 
ting off at the next station 1x> go to 
his home. Col. Ford was brought hero 
as a defense witness, but was not put 
on the stand. iHe told a Daily Regis- 
t.^r reiii esentative, however, that if 
he hadn't taken Jim Bailey back in 
the other car he. knew there would 
have been, a. killing, and no telling 
how man^, for the rear coach was 
filled with mountaineers, most of 
them friends o^ the Baileys. 

Attorney Bomam said to Chief Mc- 
Farland on Ae stand: 

"You'll admit that you were badly 
frightened, and do^t know what 
happened?" 

To which .MeFsralnd snapped back 
the reply: , ' 

"No, sir, I do not.^1 knew that I 
was in a dangerous , situation and 
kept my head." 

In resp<mse .to Disteict Attorney 
Slattery's question as to why the 
Baileys had not . been arrested tiien, 
MbFaria^ repUed, "We didnt think 
we coula do it. I told the boys we 
would get out the best way we could." 

Aded' about swearing out a war- 
rant for the arrest of the Baileys, he 
said it pllii^gppPt^^^ ia January, 



Mar.shal Bash scufflinor with a man 
over a rifle. Bash, who had been left 
at the Dick Smitii house, said that 
Bev Bailey had tried xjo take Win- 
frey's rifle, when it wai« left in the 
house and he had taken it away from 
him. All of the officers declared that 
Jim Bailey was drinking and Bev 
Bailey- seemed to hatfe. been drinking/ 
too. 

^Jim Bailey, when palced on the 
'itand by the defense, said* ^at he 
started up the creek to a sboctin^ 
match, and stopped by Dick Smith's 
to get some whisky. He said he met 
the officers and asked them ^^hat they- 
were doing. He said he questioned 
them about a man who had been at 
his father's and eaten there with -a 
pistol on him, but learned that he wa» 
•not in the crowd. Bailey declared 
that they were all friendly; that l.e 
made no effort to interfere with them 
burning the furnace, and he let Offi- 
cer Bash ride his horse back, as he 
was an older man, and he walked. Bev 
Bailey, who had joined his brother at 
Smith's, had come there to see what 
was keeping 'him from going on to 
the shooting match after meeting the 
officers. Bev Bailey admitteil on 
cross-examination that his mother 
had some ■whisky at home, but he .'^up- 
posed that Jim did not want to drink 
it up from her, was the Tcasor he 
went by Smith's to get^some whisky. 
Bev said he asked" who r. j orted the 
still up in - their country, hu't. was 
told the <^cers didn't know. Jim em- 
phatically denied using any hard 
words, and both the Baileys flatly . de- 
nied presenting their guiis- at Wii8*rey 
as both Winfrey and McFarland said 
they had doM. ^ • 

Both of tiSe Baileys told of going to 
the state of Washington and then to 
Oregon after this_ visit of the officers 
Jim Bailey had gone to Tampa, Fla., 
and returning home for a few days, 
was wounded. Bev Bailey said that 
they had been \\'aylaid by Shep and 
Johnny White, who had shot at tlicm. 
and tlicy had returned the fire. Bev 
was arrested at Akron, Ohio, and 
then Jim came home to face trial v.ith 
his brother. Bcv is mai'ried and has 
a family. 

Officers and others from up in that 
country say that the Baileys and Iheir 
kinsmen are engraged in a feud with 
the ^hiites. There are said , to liave 
been several battles wit\iin the past 
year, at one time a train being sho* 
up by the fighters. 

The Baileys denied everything the 
officers had said about daring anyone 
to cut up their still or attempting to 
interfere with the officers in doing 
their duty in any way. Bailey was 
well dressed, and both were pleasant 
spoken. Jim is said to have killed a 
fair crfficer at Barbourville a few 
years ago, when the officer pointed a 
pistol at a younger brother of Bailey. 
He was tried three .times and each 
time the court of appeals reversed his 
sentence. Col. Bob Ford, who has been 
their friend for a long time, finally 
succeeded in getting the case thrown 
out of court. Col. Ford and even the 
officers say that the Baileys and their 
clan are the most hospitable and 
friendly people in the wo«lfi if they 
like a person. -

And as Id heanl before about efforts 
to pass some money that was sa'd to 
be bad, I handed the pocketbook tc;

He said Tay- 
lor's wife was crying and Iv.^ .-i.^tei 
had hold of him, too, and that he 
whispered to his brotiier to drive fast 
up the hill. Withers said he had got- 
ten money at several places before 
that; that Bien. Been had paid him

Although indictments were retai 
ed against all of the men who 
caught in the dragnet wfafdt 
laid by Prohibition Agent Rowan Sau- 
fley, of Stanford, only one plesd bo- 
fore the court here, ttie pleas of tbs 
othcr:^ being reserved for their ap- 
pearance at Lexington. T. ,B. Ktt- 
nedy, of M ercer county, pleaded guil- 
ty before Judge Cochran. Judge Coch- 
ran, however, did not sentence Km- 
nedy.
